I have taken advantage of his wish 
many times in these talks and shall do so 
again and again, for though he wrote a hun­ 
dred years ago, his essays and poems are 
among the rare gifts in all literature. 
“Love and friendship,” said Smith, “are 
the discoveries of ourselves in others, and 
our delight in the recognition; and in men, as 
in books, we only know that, the parallel of 
which we have in ourselves.” 
We speak of “love at first sight” and how, 
upon meeting some people, we seem to feel 
that we have known them all our lives. 
We 
think such occurrences unusual and often 
unique, but they are merely natural—discov­ 
ering ourselves in someone else. 
We never 
know in how many other lives we live and 
have our being. 
It could be in thousands! 
Those to whom we tie strongest, and with 
the warmest affection and understanding, are 
those who hold within themselves most of 
us. 
In a large sense we are invisible travel­ 
ers. And so are those who have written from 
the fountain of their hearts—those long gone 
from the earth, yet who still live upon the 
written page. 
Wherever experiences dovetail, there we 
meet ourselves anew, exchanging acquaint­ 
ance and feasting- upon the precious thing of 
communal interests. 
We discover the bad, as well as the good, 
that is of ourselves a part. 
All too often 
we criticize that bad in others, not realizing 
that we are but pointing- out that part of 
ourselves which is displayed in others. 
The important thing about any discovery 
is to make its knowledge useful. 
Our good 
grows into more good the more we discover 
it—and not the bad—as we wend our way 
through life’s crowded thoroughfare.

rT, HIi> is a day of books in scries. There has been a 
* 
uum ber of these started, and a num ber successful 
— for one the now famous "Rivers of America” series, 
for another the series of state "biographies” begun 
more recently. 
To be exact, there are two series of 
state histories, which may be one too many. 
Today still another publisher is viewing American 
history from an unconventional position — the sea­ 
ports of Hie country. 
The Seaport Series with a 
book on Gloucester by Jam es B Connolly, who has 
w ritten great quantities of stories about th at Massa­ 
chusetts town and the men who have made her — 
this is his first book of nonfiction. 
It reads beauti­ 
fully. too. for the author is Irish and his style is an 
odd combination of Ireland and tile stern and rock- 
bound coast. 
Champlain sailed cautiously into the water which 
lies between Rocky Neck and East Gloucester in 1606, 
and after carefully posting well armed guards, pro­ 
ceeded to treat with the Indians. 
He used them in­ 
telligently, and the men of Gloucester benefited 
I rom this intelligence for some time. 
Three years 
after the settlem ent at Plymouth a party of English 
fishermen arrived, and from that day to this fishing 
has been Gloucester’s m ainstay, with help from priva­ 
teering, ship building, racing schooners and tourists. 
According to Mr. Connolly. 8,000 Gloucester men have 
been lost at sea since such losses were first taken 
into consideration. 
Gloucestermen fished the hard 
way, on the G rand Banks and farther afield, living 
for m onths in little ships 
Yet more than 8,000 re­ 
turned safely, and brought with them a collection 
ol stories made to order tor a man of Connolly's 
talents. Tales such as the epic of Howard Blackburn, 
who rowed his dory to the m ainland through a grind­ 
ing snowstorm, his mate frozen stiff in the stern and 
his own fingers literally raw to the bone 
"The Port of Gloucester” Is a grand job for a start 
on the new series. 
Next to come will be "Harbor of 
the Sun.” in which Max Miller will again cover the 
San Diego w aterlront.

Last D efen se Fund 
Bill Delivered to 
President 


W ashington, 
Oct. 4 
(API—'m e 
last big defense appropriations bill 
delivered to the President's desk, 
congressional leaders redoubled ef­ 
forts today to clear the rem aining 
im portant 
legislation 
from 
their 
slates so th a t a recess m ight be 
taken sometime next week, possibly 
Tuesday. 
M ajority Leader Barkley (D -K y i 
said the senate would "be ready to 
quit this week" but made haste to 
add that the w ind-up of the cur­ 
rent 
10-month sexton ’could not 
come before next week. 
Both the '-enate and house tu rn ­ 
ed in speedy perform ances yester­ 
day on 
the $1 482.000.000 defense 
appropriation bill—last of th e big 
preparedness "money m easures” ex ­ 
pected 
this 
session. 
The 
senate 
whipped it through w ithout either 
debate or a record vote, then th r 
house concurred in the senate ver­ 
sion and hurried the legislation to 
the 
W hite 
House 
for 
President 
Roosevelt's signature. 
Tile bulk of 
the funds carried by the bill will go 
for the expenses of the conscrip­ 
tion program and the expanding 
army. 
The senate also approved an o th ­ 
er item connected with defense — 
the 
$200,000,000 
War D epartm ent 
civil functions bill. 
First, however. 
it knocked out a house-approved 
provision 
for $80,000,000 to start 
construction on 4.000 new airports. 
The bill, which includes funds for 
training 
700.000 
defense 
workers, 
now goes to conference. 
Senator 
Barkley 
called 
for 
prom pt action today on still an o th ­ 
er supplementary defense measure 
an authorization of $24,000,000 of 
river and harbor projects. 
When 
that has been disposed of. the sen­ 
ate was expected to approve a one- 
vear extension of the sugar quota 
act already passed by the house. 
House leaders called a brief ses­ 
sion to consider a num ber of minor 
bills.
